Dr. Donald G. Scott of Tallahassee, 
Fla., was appointed dean of the Col- 
lege7 effective April 1, replacing Dr. 
Karl E. Keefer, Jr., who resigned last 
June after nine years as dean to ac- 
cept a teaching position at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee Center for Ad- 
vanced Graduate Study at Memphis 
State University.

Dr. Scott’s doctoral dissertation in- 
volved the study of regional accredi- 
tation in small colleges. These insti- 
tutions were members of the Council 
for the Advancement of Small Col- 
leges of which Bryan is also a mem- 
ber. It is expected that Dr. Scott’s 
experience with these colleges will be 
of value as he helps to lead Bryan to 
achieve a fully accredited standing.
